Australia Now 
Strong in Air 


Is Turning Out Thousands 
Of Fliers to Aid Yankee 


Airmen in Pacific. 

SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA.— 
Australia’s contribution of trained 
pilots, air crews and ground per- 
sonnel in this war is a triumph of 
organization, says a NANA writer. 

At the outbreak of war, Australia 
had one training school and 16 in- 
structors, When the empire air 
training scheme was_ introduced, 
Australia undertook to supply 16,000 
fully trained air crew personnel by 
March, 1943, and to build up an or- 
ganization capable of furnishing 10,- 
000 pilots, air observers and air 
funners each year after that. In 
addition, 25,000 ground staff were 
guaranteed, a number considered 
necessary to service the empire 
squadrons formed from Australian 
personnel in the first three years. 
Sixteen-year-old youths are training 
to graduate into the RAAF the day 
they turn 18. 


Job Well Done. 


How well these men turned out 
needs little telling. In every theater 
of war before Japan's entry Aus- 
tralian airmen played a prominent 
part, 

An RAAF squadron in the Middle 
East first saw action in November, 
1940, flying Gladiators. They gradu- 
ated to Hurricanes, on to Tommy- 
hawks and thence to Kittyhawks. 
They have well over 250 victims to 
their credit and latest reports show 
that they now run a close second 
to the most successful Allied squad- 
ron. Several famous aces from this 
squadron are back in Australia 
training pilots. 

More than a year ago the first 
RAF squadron to move into Syria 
and occupy Damascus drome within 
a day of its capture had a 100 per 
cent Australian ground crew, all 
trained under the empire’ air 
scheme. 

And so, until December 7, 1941, 
all was going well. It was an em- 
pire war against the Axis, and Aus- 
tralia was more than playing her 
part. 

Training in Three Stages. 

Under the scheme, however, the 
flying training of an Australian pilot 
was divided into three principal 
stages, each being completed in a 
separate school. The first two 
stages, eleinentary and service fly- 
ing, were completed in Australia. 
For the third and most important 
stage—operational flying—the men 
were sent abroad. 

Under the stress of modern war, 
battle squadrons have no time for 


training men. Their pilots must 
come to them fresh and fully 
trained. So Japans entry into the 


war and the immediate threat to 
Australia necessitated an immediate 
revision in training. 

Smoothly, new schools were opened 
for operational flying. So well had 
the groundwork been laid that Aus- 
tralia immediately came into the 
picture as one of the world’s major 
air training centers, boasting the 
most advanced air training meth- 
ods. 

Today, new schools are still being 
opened and young Americans, as 
well as Australians, are passing 
through advanced operational flying. 


23,000,000 Britons Are 


Now Serving in the War 
LONDON.—Ernest Bevin, minis- 
ter of labor, disclosed that of 33,000,- 
0C0 persons in ‘Britain between the 
ages of 14 and 65 more than 23,000,- 
006 have been mobilized for full- 
time national service. 

‘Bevin said an additional large 
number had volunteered for work 
in canteens and similar Services, 
deaving less than 3,000,000, including 
children, the aged and invalid, idle.

Alaska H ighway to 
Be Ready by Dec. 1 


Is Being Completed Months 
Ahead of Schedule. 


WASHINGTON.—The Alaska high- 
way will be ready for use about 
December 1, Secretary of War Hen- 
ry L. Stimson announced and traffic 
is expected to move steadily over 
its 1,600 miles until spring thaws 
make it impassable. 

Not only is the highway being com- 
pleted months ahead of schedule, 
Stimson said, but instead of the con- 
templated rough ‘‘pioneer’”’ road, the 
“Alcan highway, as it is now being 
constructed by the corps of engi- 
neers, is a well-graded, well-drained 
| truck road for practically its entire 
length.”’ 

Stimson said that muskeg, the bog 
moss that was expected to give the 
highway an unsteady base over long 
stretches and provide some of the 
worst problems of the undertaking, 
| had proved to be a minor consid- 
eration, 

“The engineers report that the 
threats of muskeg proved wholly un- 
founded,”’ said his announcement. 
“Most of it has been successfully 
skirted and that which was unavoid- 
able has been overcome with cordu- 
roy roads. In one particular section 
of 60 miles in length, reported to 
consist principally of muskeg, only 
four miles of it were encountered.” 

The highway, beginning at Daw- 
son Creek, British Columbia, runs 
northwest to Whitehorse, Yukon ter- 
ritory, and then crosses the Alaskan 
boundary, terminating at Fairbanks. 

“It connects with the rail and high- 
Way systems of southern Canada 
and the United States at Dawson 
Creek, and not only provides a motor 
highway to Alaska, but serves also 
as a feeder route for various mili- 
tary airfields which previously had 
to depend on air transport alone 
for all supplies, 


War Is Credited With 


| Increase in Population 


WASHINGTON. — The war was 
given major credit by the census 
bureau for a population increase of 
1,327,000 in 1941, boosting the na- 
tion’s estimated population to 133,- 
965,000 on January 1. 

The 1941 increase, double the 
average for the previous 10 years, 
was ascribed by the bureau largely 
to business prosperity as a result of 
war production, anticipation of be- 
ing drafted, and return of Ameri- 
cans from other lands because of 
the war. 

Births in 1941 increased to 2,728, - 
000, approximately 408,000 more 
than the 10 year average. Deaths 
| during the year totaled 1,442,000, 
about average. 

The bureau said that because of 
a stoppage of immigration and an 
expected abrupt decline in the birth 
rate as a result of millions of men 
being in the armed forces there was 
little prospect of continued popula- 
tion growth at the 1941 rate.
